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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
FOR 1992 


ARTICLE 6 - PATRIOTIC PURPOSES 

This August, our Town will stage a giant three day 
reunification celebration. We hope this will be the beginning of a 
yearly Randolph Celebration to involve the entire Town. The 
Celebration Committee has been meeting monthly since September 
planning the event. They have included several fund raising 
activities prior to the Celebration to help off set the costs, 
however, requested additional funding through the Town. The Selectmen 
are in favor of this appropriation. 

The Veteran's Memorial located in front of the Library is in 
need of a facelift. Ada Jones has been kind enough to coordinate this 
project for the Town. The prep work will be completed early this 
summer for the project to be completed this year. The Selectmen are 
in favor of this appropriation. 


ARTICLE 7 - RECREATION 

Last year's Recreation showed an unexpended balance of 
$4,277. This money was raised to repair the dam at the Town pool. 
Partial repairs were done, and hopefully with this year's reduced 
budget, it can be completed. Stone work and a new bridge remain to be 
finished. The Selectmen request passage of this appropriation. 


ARTICLE 9 - GENERAL GOVERNMENT 

a. Town Buildings: The Library Trustees have asked that the 
back room be refurbished to a usable room. The Town Hall needs 
painting on the inside, and the Library and Fire House need to be 
painted on the outside. 

b. Town Officer's Expenses: The Town must comply with State 
requirements for Social Security and Medicare to be paid on all Town 
Employees. This includes all officers who receive a stipend from the 
Town as well as labor hours worked for Highways, Police and 
Recreation. 

The Selectmen request passage of the above appropriations. 


ARTICLE 10 - PROTECTION OF PROPERTY AND PERSONS 

The repeater has been installed; however, we now await for 
the FCC to approve and issue a permit. We shall be responsible for 
one third of the maintenance costs, shared equally with Gorham and 
Shelburne. 

The Randolph Fire Department is still in the process of 
upgrading their training and equipment which will increase their 
effectiveness and reduce insurance costs for property owners. — 

The Selectmen congratulate all the volunteers and request 
passage of this appropriation. 


ARTICLE 11 - HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
The Randolph Life Squad wishes a slight increase in their 
budget to update and continue their training efforts. The Selectmen 
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congratulate the Life Squad on a job well done and recommend passage 
of this appropriation. 


ARTICLE 15 - TRASH DISPOSAL 

Recycling has proven to be very cost effective for the Town. 
The tonnage of waste that is tipped at the landfill has been reduced 
from 219 tons to 108 tons. The recycling of magazines will begin 
shortly which will reduce our waste stream even further. We wish to 
thank all residents for supporting this program and ask for your 
continued support in the years to come. 


ARTICLES 18 & 19 - REVALUATION OF THE TOWN 

The Town is now assessed at 47% equalized valuation and has 
not been revalued since 1979. The State recommends revaluation every 
ten years to insure property values are current. We have raised 
enough funds to cover the costs for the State to conduct the 
revaluation. The Board has contacted the State and they can proceed 
this year. The Selectmen request passage of the above articles. 


ARTICLES 20 to 22 - EQUIPMENT (CAPITAL RESERVE FUND) 

The Town truck has proven to be very cost effective. To 
continue this philosophy, the Selectmen recommend the purchase of a 
loader/backhoe. This piece of equipment has many valuable uses; from 
loading sand and salt, removing ice from ditched in the winter, to 
Summer road maintenance and upgrades. The Selectmen request passage 
of the above articles. 


ARTICLE 24 - DUMP CLOSING EXPENDABLE TRUST FUND 
We believe the Town will be able to finally close the Town 
Dump this summer. This process has been very complicated with several 
postponements. We are prepared to send the bids out and have the 
necessary State permits.

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RANDOLPH FIRE DEPARTMENT 
1992 ANNUAL REPORT 


Over the past year, our ongoing training program has 
added six more State Certified Firefighters. Two State Certified 
in Breathing Apparatus, three in Certified Forestfire 
Suppression, and three in Hazardous Material Awareness. Total 
training came to 783 volunteer hours. 

We have added a four wheel drive 3/4 ton State owned 
forestry truck to our inventory. This vehicle will greatly 
enhance our response to any forest fire we may have in town. 

It has been determined that most areas of town have an 
adequate water supply in the event of a major fire. Two 
exceptions are Raycrest Development and Randolph Hill Road. An 
ample water supply for firefighting in those areas are very few. 
We are researching ways to cure this problem. Any input from 
residents on this matter would be appreciated and welcome. 

Valley Road fire pond hydrant was found to be in need 
of repairs. After negotiations with the State, they have agreed 
to fund all repairs needed. 

I have been in touch with ISO Commercial Risk Services, 
Inc. a licensed insurance rating organization in N.H. They 
evaluate municipal fire protection as it pertains to property 
insurance premium calculations. Randolph's rating as of now is a 
class 10. The Randolph Fire Dept. exceeds their minimum levels 
of protection necessary to lower the rating. This means we 
should see a change soon. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank all 
members of the Randolph Fire Dept. and their families for all the 
time and effort they put in to make this department the success 
it is today. 

A yearly reminder: Check your smoke detectors at least 
twice a year. A good time is when you change your clocks, spring 
and fall. If you don't own at least one smoke detector, the 
Randolph Fire Dept. urges you to purchase one. 

Chimney Cleaning Brushes may be borrowed from the Fire 
Department. Contact any member for access. 

Randolph Fire Department is dispatched by Gorham 
Emergency Dispatch. We receive all calls by a radio tone system 
in the event of any emergency all 466-3336 at once and the 
Randolph Fire Department will respond.

Administrator/Coordinator’s Annual Summary 
(January 1 - December 31, 1992) 


During 1992, 7,468.53 tons of municipal solid waste was 
disposed of in District approved landfills. The nominal 
cost of disposing of this waste at a commercial facility 
other than Mt. Carberry would have been $433,175.74. Our 
Materials Recovery Facility processed approximately 1,200 
tons of recyclable materials saving an additional 69.600.00 
in tipping fees had this waste been disposed of at a 
commercial landfill. The Materials Recovery Facility also 
paid revenues to the District in the amount of $39,213.28 
for those materials marketed by FERCO. 


The 1992 District budget was established at 
$480,344.00. Surplus funds accumulated primarily from 
savings on the construction of the Materials Recovery 
Facility allowed the apportionment of the budget share to 
be paid by member municipalities to be reduced to 
$205,517.01. At the end of 1992, the budget apportionment 
was adjusted to 176,280.01 and further reduced by 
$112,979.31 of unused funds which were realized from the 
sound decision making process exercised by our District 
Representatives. The net apportionment to all member towns 
for 1992 was $63,300.70. The $112,979.31 of unused funds 
were carried over to reduce the 1993 budget apportionment. 


In April 1992, Raymond Chagnon of Berlin was elected as 
District Chairman and Victor Spaulding of Stark was elected 
as Vice Chairman and Joanna Fyon of Jefferson was elected 
as District Secretary/Treasurer. ther District 
Representatives are Brian Lamirande of Milan, Fred King of 
Coos County, Clara Grover of Errol, Earl Wadsworth of 
Dummer, Yves Zornio of Gorham, Kay Doherty of 
Northumberland and Ellen Dempster of Randolph. 


In June 1992, the District conducted its first 
Hazardous Waste Collection Day which was held at the 
Materials Recovery Facility in Berlin. This project was 
funded through a charge of one dollar per capita based on 
the 1990 federal census population count for each member 
municipality. The State of New Hampshire reimbursed the 
District at the rate of twenty-five cents per capita after 
the collection had been completed. Numerous hazardous 


materials were collected including DDT and other dangerous 
pesticides. 


Town of Randolph, New Hampshire 25 


In November 1992, the New Hampshire Resource Recovery 
Association selected the District for the 1992 Best 
Municipal Recycling Program Award. This award was based on 
the recycling efforts of our ten member municipalities for 
attaining an overall 40% recycling rate. 


During 1992, the Administrator/Coordinator charged 
994.75 hours of work completed to the District. 919 pieces 
of incoming correspondence were processed and 1,694 of 
outgoing correspondence. 1,174 telephone calls were 
received or made and 32,992 copies were reproduced on the 
office copier. 159 meetings on numerous subjects and 
issues were attended.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


1992 was below average for wildfires reported in our state. Our largest fire was in May 
in Rumney where a suspicious origin fire burned approximately 150 acres with a total cost 
of approximately $30,000. The N.H. Division of Forests and Lands assisted many other com- 
munities in wildland fire suppression as well. 


Our fire lookout towers reported 289 fires, burning a total of 136 acres. Our major causes 
of fires were fires kindled without a permit, unknown causes and children. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with flre prevention. New Hampshire 
State Law (RSA 224:27) requires that, ''No person, firm or corporation shal! kindle or 
cause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material In the open, except 


when the ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from 
the Forest Fire Warden of the town where the burning is to be done.'' Violation of this 


statute is a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and 
you are liable for all fire suppression costs. 


Local fire departments are responsible for suppressing fires. The small average fire size 
of .47 acre/fire is a tribute to early detection by the public or our fire tower system 
and the quick response of our trained local fire departments. Please help your Warden and 
fire department by requesting and obtaining a fire permit before kindling an open fire. 


The N.H. Division of Forests and Lands assisted 28 towns with a total fo $20,000 in 50/50 
cost share grants for fire fighter safety items and wildland suppression equipment in 
1992.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THE RANDOLPH SCHOOL DISTRICT: 


It gives me a great deal of pleasure to make my first 
report to you as Superintendent of Schools. In the last 
seven months, I have been continually impressed with the 
welcome that I have received from concerned and aware 
citizens of each of the area communities who are dedicated 
to providing a quality educational program for our youth. 
It is refreshing to work in schools and their communities 
where quality education is supported. 


SCHOOL PROGRAMS 


NEASC Evaluation of Gorham Schools. At the end of the 
last school year, the Edward Fenn Elementary School and 
Gorham Middle/High School went through intensive on-site 
evaluations as part of the accreditation program of the 
New England Association of Schools and Colleges. The on 
-site visits by representatives of member schools 
throughout New England was the culmination of a long 
process of goal-setting, self-description and self-evaluation 
by the Gorham Schools. I am proud to report that both 
the Ed Fenn School and Gorham Middle/High School were 
fully accredited at the annual meeting of the NEASC in 
December. In addition, the Ed Fenn School received full 
approval with distinction from the NH Department of 


Education as a result of meeting all required state 
standards. 


Middle School. Tne new middie school is “up and running!" 
Renovations to the third floor of Gorham Middle/High 
School were completed by volunteer workers in time for 
the opening of school. The staff development activities of 
the teachers made them well-prepared to provide the 
students with a planned and challenging program. As with 
any new program, there are “bugs” to be worked out; 
however, problems have been minor compared with the 
overall success of the program. 
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Leadership. In June, Dr. Alfred St. Cyr left Gorham 
Middle/HIgh School to become the Superintendent of Schools 
in Groveton. On behalf of the communities of Gorham, 
Randolph, and Shelburne, I would like to thank him for his 
years of service to the youth of our area. As a result of 
his resignation, I formed a screening committee of parents 
and staff from Gorham, Shelburne, and Randolph to review 
applications, interview candidates, and select three final 
candidates for the Gorham School Board to interview. 

The unanimous choice as principal of Gorham Middle/High 
School was James Hunt, who joined us on the first day of 
school. Jim's awareness of student and staff needs, insight 
into instructional issues, and involvement in all aspects of 
the school's life has given us a healthy transition to new 
leadership. 


School Administrative Unit #20 Cooperative School District 
otudy. We have moved ahead with the study of the 
possibilities of forming a cooperative school district even 
though Berlin decided not to participate. Informational 
meetings held in the six communities of SAU #20 have 
encouraged the study committee to place articles in the 
individual school district warrants this year to determine 
the extent of commitment in each community before a 
definitive plan is developed for voter approval. 
Increasingly, the committee has felt that it is “on the 
right track" in looking at a cooperative school district that 
would serve the Androscoggin River Valley towns.

The Gorham Schools will lose one of its 
hardest working and inspiring teachers: Al Schumacher. 
Al has touched the lives of many students from all of the 
area towns and we wish him a long and happy retirement. 


In closing, let me thank you for your kind welcome and 
your continued interest in the quality of educational 
opportunity provided to our youth. With your support, 
the schools and the children that they serve will continue 
to make this area both economically and socially an 
outstanding place to live.
